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Trade  Surplus  Advances  Slightly  -  The 

July  U.S.  agricultural  trade  surplus  was 
$1.2  billion,  $69  million  greater  than  June 
but  $79  million  below  July  1993.  Lower 
imports  more  than  offset  a  decline  in 
exports.  The  fiscal  1994  year-to-date 
(October  1993  to  July  1994)  surplus  was 
$14.7  billion,  $1.1  billion  below  a  year 
earlier  (table  3). 

Exports  Drop  -  Exports  decreased  $150 
million  from  June  to  $3.1  billion,  but  were 
slightly  higher  than  July  1993.  Live 
animal  exports  were  3,400  head  greater 
than  last  June  and  value  was  58  percent 
higher  than  July  1993  due  to  cattle 
shipments  to  Canada.  Poultry  meat 
exports  fell  15  percent,  but  year-to-date 
exports  of  $1.2  billion  were  up  38  percent. 
Hong  Kong  has  imported  235,000  tons 
this  year,  much  of  which  is  transshipped 
to  China  and  other  Asian  countries. 

Fruit  shipments  declined  but  year-to-date 
value  remained  strong  at  $2.1  billion. 

Fruit  juice  exports  gained  7  percent.  Nut 
exports  continued  to  outpace  last  year 
with  October-July  shipments  of  $1.1 
billion  despite  lower  volume.  Vegetable 
export  value  declined,  but  was  7  percent 
ahead  of  July  1993.  Year-to-date  fresh 
vegetable  shipments  fell  5  percent  in 
value,  while  frozen  vegetables  gained  15 
percent.  Export  unit  values  for  fresh 
vegetables  declined  but  rose  for  frozen 
vegetables.  Mexico  and  Japan  have 
increased  imports  of  frozen  vegetables. 

Cumulative  sorghum  exports  trail  last 
year's  at  1.7  million  tons,  although  July 
shipments  were  slightly  ahead  of  July 
1993.  Year-to-date  shipments  to  Mexico 
declined  1.1  million  tons.  Fiscal  1994  rice 
volume  lags  slightly,  but  October-July 
value  was  up  25  percent  at  $800  million. 
Vegetable  oil  value  rose  28  percent  from 
June  and  was  17  percent  ahead  of 
October-July  of  last  year.  October-July 
agricultural  exports  of  $36.4  billion  were 
$14  million  greater  than  last  year. 

Wheat  exports  for  July  totaled  1 .8  million 
tons,  9  percent  below  the  previous 
month  and  35  percent  below  July  1993. 
Japan  purchased  180,000  tons  and  the 
Philippines  134,000  tons.  The  former 
Soviet  Union  (FSU)  bought  124,000 
tons,  61  percent  lower  than  last  July  due 
to  restrictive  import  policies.  Year-to- 


date  shipments  of  25.  T  million  tons  were 
18  percent  below  the  same  period  in 
fiscal  1993. 

Com  exports  totaled  2.4  million  tons, 
about  the  same  as  July  1993.  Japan 
imported  over  twice  as  much  as  any  other 
country,  at  674,000  tons  and  Taiwan 
imported  258,000  tons.  Egypt  and  Korea 
both  exceeded  200,000  tons.  Year-to- 
date  corn  shipments  of  27.2  million  tons 
were  9  million  tons  below  fiscal  1993. 

Soybean  exports  plunged  36  percent  to 
465,000  tons,  reaching  a  new  low  for  the 
month.  Shipments  were  60  percent  below 
July  1993.  Mexico  imported  163,000 
tons,  followed  by  Japan  with  123,000 
tons.  October-July  exports  of  14.1  million 
tons  were  25  percent  below  fiscal  1993. 

Cotton  exports  slowed  to  136,000  tons, 
still  unusually  high  for  this  time  of  year, 
and  74,000  tons  greater  than  July  1993. 
China  continued  its  record  summer 
purchases  at  64,000  tons.  Japan  im¬ 
ported  9,000  tons  for  an  October-July 
total  of  161 ,000  tons.  Korea  imported 
16,000  tons,  for  a  year-to-date  volume  of 
185,000  tons.  Total  year-to-date  cotton 
shipments  of  1 .4  million  tons  were 
375,000  tons  greater  than  last  year. 

Imports  Lower-  Agricultural  imports  of  $2 
billion  fell  10  percent  from  June  but  were 
8  percent  higher  than  July  1993.  Year-to- 
date  coffee  imports  were  200,000  tons 
behind  October-July  last  year  but  value 
was  ahead  11  percent.  Wheat  imports 
from  Canada  surged  in  anticipation  of 
import  quotas  after  the  upcoming 
International  Trade  Commission  ruling. 
October-July  imports  of  $21 .8  billion  were 
up  6  percent  from  last  fiscal  year.  (Tom

Fiscal  1995  Exports  and  Imports  To 

Rise--U.S.  agricultural  exports  are 
projected  to  increase  to  $43  billion  in 
fiscal  1995,  primarily  through  gains  in 
high-value  exports  such  as  livestock 
and  horticultural  products.  Imports  are 
forecast  to  rise  to  a  record  $27.5  billion, 
anticipating  a  sharp  rise  in  the  value  of 
coffee  imports  following  frosts  in  Brazil 
earlier  this  year.  The  fiscal  1995  agri¬ 
cultural  trade  surplus  is  expected  to  fall 
to  $15.5  billion,  the  smallest  since  1991.

Trade  Surplus  Advances  Slightly  -  The 
July  U.S.  agricultural  trade  surplus  was 
$1.2  billion,  $69  million  greater  than  June 
but  $79  million  below  July  1993.  Lower 
imports  more  than  offset  a  decline  in 
exports.  The  fiscal  1994  year-to-date 
(October  1993  to  July  1994)  surplus  was 
$14.7  billion,  $1.1  billion  below  a  year 
earlier  (table  3). 

Exports  Drop  -  Exports  decreased  $150 
million  from  June  to  $3.1  billion,  but  were 
slightly  higher  than  July  1993.  Live 
animal  exports  were  3,400  head  greater 
than  last  June  and  value  was  58  percent 
higher  than  July  1993  due  to  cattle 
shipments  to  Canada.  Poultry  meat 
exports  fell  15  percent,  but  year-to-date 
exports  of  $1 .2  billion  were  up  38  percent. 
Hong  Kong  has  imported  235,000  tons 
this  year,  much  of  which  is  transshipped 
to  China  and  other  Asian  countries. 

Fruit  shipments  declined  but  year-to-date 
value  remained  strong  at  $2.1  billion. 

Fruit  juice  exports  gained  7  percent.  Nut 
exports  continued  to  outpace  last  year 
with  October-July  shipments  of  $1 .1 
billion  despite  lower  volume.  Vegetable 
export  value  declined,  but  was  7  percent 
ahead  of  July  1993.  Year-to-date  fresh 
vegetable  shipments  fell  5  percent  in 
value,  while  frozen  vegetables  gained  15 
percent.  Export  unit  values  for  fresh 
vegetables  declined  but  rose  for  frozen 
vegetables.  Mexico  and  Japan  have 
increased  imports  of  frozen  vegetables. 

Cumulative  sorghum  exports  trail  last 
year's  at  1.7  million  tons,  although  July 
shipments  were  slightly  ahead  of  July 
1993.  Year-to-date  shipments  to  Mexico 
declined  1.1  million  tons.  Fiscal  1994  rice 
volume  lags  slightly,  but  October-July 
value  was  up  25  percent  at  $800  million. 
Vegetable  oil  value  rose  28  percent  from 
June  and  was  17  percent  ahead  of 
October-July  of  last  year.  October-July 
agricultural  exports  of  $36.4  billion  were 
$14  million  greater  than  last  year. 

Wheat  exports  for  July  totaled  1 .8  million 
tons,  9  percent  below  the  previous 
month  and  35  percent  below  July  1993. 
Japan  purchased  180,000  tons  and  the 
Philippines  134,000  tons.  The  former 
Soviet  Union  (FSU)  bought  124,000 
tons,  61  percent  lower  than  last  July  due 
to  restrictive  import  policies.  Year-to- 


date  shipments  of  25.1  million  tons  were 
18  percent  below  the  same  period  in 
fiscal  1993. 

Com  exports  totaled  2.4  million  tons, 
about  the  same  as  July  1993.  Japan 
imported  over  twice  as  much  as  any  other 
country,  at  674,000  tons  and  Taiwan 
imported  258,000  tons.  Egypt  and  Korea 
both  exceeded  200,000  tons.  Year-to- 
date  corn  shipments  of  27.2  million  tons 
were  9  million  tons  below  fiscal  1993. 

Soybean  exports  plunged  36  percent  to 
465,000  tons,  reaching  a  new  low  for  the 
month.  Shipments  were  60  percent  below 
July  1993.  Mexico  imported  163,000 
tons,  followed  by  Japan  with  123,000 
tons.  October-July  exports  of  14.1  million 
tons  were  25  percent  below  fiscal  1993. 

Cotton  exports  slowed  to  136,000  tons, 
still  unusually  high  for  this  time  of  year, 
and  74,000  tons  greater  than  July  1993. 
China  continued  its  record  summer 
purchases  at  64,000  tons.  Japan  im¬ 
ported  9,000  tons  for  an  October-July 
total  of  161 ,000  tons.  Korea  imported 
16,000  tons,  for  a  year-to-date  volume  of 
185,000  tons.  Total  year-to-date  cotton 
shipments  of  1 .4  million  tons  were 
375,000  tons  greater  than  last  year. 

Imports  Lower-  Agricultural  imports  of  $2 
billion  fell  10  percent  from  June  but  were 
8  percent  higher  than  July  1993.  Year-to- 
date  coffee  imports  were  200,000  tons 
behind  October-July  last  year  but  value 
was  ahead  1 1  percent.  Wheat  imports 
from  Canada  surged  in  anticipation  of 
import  quotas  after  the  upcoming 
International  Trade  Commission  ruling. 
October-July  imports  of  $21.8  billion  were 
up  6  percent  from  last  fiscal  year.  (Tom

Fiscal  1995  Exports  and  Imports  To 
Rise--U.S.  agricultural  exports  are 
projected  to  increase  to  $43  billion  in 
fiscal  1995,  primarily  through  gains  in 
high-value  exports  such  as  livestock 
and  horticultural  products.  Imports  are 
forecast  to  rise  to  a  record  $27.5  billion, 
anticipating  a  sharp  rise  in  the  value  of 
coffee  imports  following  frosts  in  Brazil 
earlier  this  year.  The  fiscal  1995  agri¬ 
cultural  trade  surplus  is  expected  to  fall 
to  $15.5  billion,  the  smallest  since  1991.
